The. roadsides now are like a 
watchwork. of colors rich and. gay.

From many a corner the brown 
eyed Susans were laughing; hav- 
ing a happy summer carnival in 
company with the yellow lilies and 
the sweet scented milk weed. They 
revel in these long days of blazing 


* sunlight, now veritable among oth- 


er flowers. They first ‘came to us 
with clover-seed from the West. 
Most farmers do not, find them 
acceptable guests, 

_ I turned from the road to the 
Diamond Ledge Trail into the 
woods. This I followed for some 
distance listening to the trees 
rustling and squeaking. 

When I left the trail I went 
directly to the left through the 
drees with no path to follow. 

Near a creek I found one of the 
Jess noticed plants which border 
the woods.. This was the white 
avens. I noticed it because of its 
round, burr-like heads; now that 
iis petals are gone, 

I crossed the creek where I also 
saw the remains of many Jack-in- 
the pulpit. The quaint little preach- 
ers. were no longer settled in their 
pulpits. Just the leaves and siems 
were there and the berries to 
develop soon, 

' I came‘to a meadow along the 
edge of the forest on an abandon- 
ed farm, A: meadow is full of ac- 


_ tivity. Birds nest in the feathery 


grass, insects go-about their work, 
and we can “see” the wind for 
flowers and grasses catch it and 
toss if back and forth. It was the 
swaying that held my eyes on a 
tall clump of grass, so tall that I 
took a stalk home. As I carried it 
along the road I’m sure the people 
XI met thought I had a fish pole. 
It measured 82 inches. Along its 
stem there were but five blades of 
grass and at the top a head of 
seeds. Clyde called it Canary grass 
or ‘cultivated blue joint. He said, 
“It’s no good. I hope it doesn't 
grow here,’ 
_ In other words, “Don’t scatter 
its seeds,”

ed out. , ; 
“We feel we owe something to our customers who put 
those dollars into our care... and that's why we're fighting 
so hard to get those interest rate ceilings lifted. Five-and-a- 
quarter percent just isn’t enough in these inflationary 
times,” ‘ 
The: new regulations, raising interest on regular savings 
by only 0.25 percent, “really don’t do much for the smail 
saver,” according to Casco ads. Aiea eee. as 
Eveti under the revised laws, people with less than $10,- 
000 are limited to interest of 51/ percent or, at most, 514 
percent, ufiless they want to tie up their money for one or 
two years or longer,

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Casco advocates elimination of rate ceilings on an orderly 
but definite schedule.
